Saturday morning had an available 
cash balance of $216,117,919; gold ic- 
erve, 
1146,063,461. 
This shows 


rather conclusively that when Grover

void which Benjamin Harrison turned 
over to the incoming administration 
four years ago.

The distinguished lioilmaa family,

Tho fouuiit-r of th..-Mills family, com- 


paratively ;>e\\- iu Kc\v York society, is 
Darius 6. Mills, the present owner of 
the -,lillo buil-:Huir and the father of 
Mrs. White!::\v lli-id anil of Ogden Mills. 
Sir. Mills began lift: s«-:lh;:; household 


,s from jilact- to plac;-in ih<- iutt-rior 


of New York state. 


Mrs. BrsjHer Martin's f:>.t!ier was a 


coojiv-r in New York city who devoted 
his life to making barrf-l staves, kegs for 
beer and hcgsheads for tr.bacco. Tlie 
coej)er's name was Isaac .Sherman, and 


is granddaughter is now tl» Countess 


Of Craven. 


Governor Levi P. ilorton hcgau his 


commt'reial life as a tailor at Han- 
ovtr, N. K., where lie mauufaetur- 
ed clothes for th<j Dartmouth college 
students. Hanover is but a small town, 
not having evcn a railroad station, :iud 
Dartmouth college gives it the only so- 
cial life it possesses. Governor Mortou 
was the leading merchant of (he place. 
There are people iu New York today 
who claim to possess clothes made by 
him during these early days. He soou 
left Hanover and went into the dry 
goods business. From this he realized a 
fortune, and then he weut into finance, 
founding the banking institution of 
which he is now tho he-ad. Besides be- 
ing governor of New York he has been 
minister to Franco and vice president of 
the United State.-;. 


A Washington market butcher ac- 


cumulated the fortune that made Ml". 
Fred Gcbhard possible as a conspicuous 
figure in-New York society. The orig- 
inal Gebhurd sold butter and cheese as 
well as pork chops ;uid spare libs, and 
among his customers were many swells. 
Mrs. Frederick Neilson also inherited 
some of this wealth. 


The great Waterbury cordage trust, 


the conception of that brilliant financier, 
James M. Waterbury, originated over 
in "Willianisburg, where the original 
Waterbary started a ropcwalkwith a 
small boy to help him, but with plenty 
of energy and ambition. Ho mad« ropo 
for tho ships that caiac to New York in 
the early days oi' the century, and they 
were handmade, of fine hemp, unlike 
the machine made ropes of the present 
day. The ropewalk, which bee:ime. more 
and more prosperous with advancing 
years, was handed down from genera- 
tion, to generation, realizing millions of 
dollars for the \Vaterbarys. 


Tho earliest member of the Post fam- 


ily of whcm there, is any record was 
Jothan Peat, who conducted a batcher 
shop. Butcher Pest, sold tripe, pork and 
choice cuts of beef to the New York 
swells of a cr-nturrngo, and he delivered 
his own meats at their houses. He lived 
up stairs over his butcher shop, and his- 
tory records that ho was one of the first 
men every morning to open his shop for 
business iu the city. He lived to a good 
old age and left, numerous descendants, 
who have intermarried with other dis- 
tinguished families. 


Peter Cooper, whom many residents 


o£ KV\v York remember to have seen rid- 
ing about tho city in a queer old buggy, 
wearing big steel spectacles and \viiis- 
kers. under hij chin and having an air of 
great benevolence, founded the fortunes 
of tho Cooper family. In early life he 
went into tho glac business, and tho in- 
da.stry ho founded is si ill carried on, al- 
though its odoriferous product is now 
described 
as "gelatin." 
Abram S. 


Hewitt became tutor in the family and 
married Miss Cooper. Both he and Ed- 
ward Cooper, son of Peter Cooper, have 
been mayors of Ne.w York. Peter Cooper, 
however, was the most, distinguished 
member of Iho f^miiy, and his public 
benefactions will make, him long re- 
membered. 


There is no record of the Sloanos in 


the early days of Isevv York's history, 
but r,c> list, of the families prominent in 
society at the present day would be com- 
plete withor.t a reference to them.
